And  whereas  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has,  by  Order  in  Council  made  pursu¬ 
ant  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Water  Act,”  been 
pleased  to  order  that  the  said  tract  of  land 
situate  in  Kootenay  Land  District,  and  herein¬

General  Provisions. 

11.  In  the  first  assessment  roll  the  land 
within  the  territorial  limits  shall  be  classified 
as  follows : — 

Grade  A. — Comprising  all  arable  land. 

Grade  B. — Comprising  all  other  land. 

12.  In  the  exercise  of  their  powers  to  levy 
taxes  and  fix  the  rates  of  such  taxes  for  any 
year  the  Trustees  shall  levy  a  uniform  rate  of 
taxes  upon  all  arable  land'  within  the  territorial 
limits  of  the  district. 

13.  Until  the  district  has  accumulated)  a  re¬ 
serve  fund  of  ten  thousand  dollars  the  Trustees 
shall  in  each  year  raise  by  taxation  the  sums 
required  to  meet  the  current  expenses  of  the 
district,  and  in  addition  a  levy  of  fifty  cents  an 
acre  on  all  arable  land  in  the  district.  The 
Trustees  shall  place  all  moneys  of  the  district 
not  required  for  current  expenses  in  the  said 
reserve  fund  and  shall  invest  the  same  in  bonds 
of  the  Dominion  of  Canada  or  of  the  Province 
of  British  Columbia,  and)  shall  not  use  any  part 
of  the  said  fund  without  the  written  consent  of 
the  Creston  Reclamation  Company,  Limited. 

14.  Section  197  to  206  and  210  to  213,  inclu¬ 
sive,  and  Schedule  B  of  the  “  Water  Act  ”  shall 
not  apply  to  this  improvement  district,  and  the 
following  provisions  shall  apply. 

In  this  clause  the  expression  “  majority  in 
area  of  the  owners  ”  means  owners  holding  in 
the  aggregate  more  than  fifty  per  cent,  in  area 
of  the  arable  land  in  the  district  held,  in  the 
aggregate,  by  all  the  owners  present  and  voting 
on  any  matter. 

“  In  the  year  1938  and  in  each  year  there¬ 
after  an  annual  general  meeting  of  the  owners 
of  land  within  the  improvement  district  shall 
be  called  by  the  Trustees,  and  shall  be  held 
between  the  fifteenth  day  of  February  and  the 
fifteenth  day  of  April  at  a  place  within  or  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  improvement  district,  for  the 
following  purposes' — 

“(a.)  To  receive  from  the  Trustees  a  report 
on  the  condition  of  the  works  and  a 
statement  of  the  financial  condition  of 
the  improvement  district: 

“(6.)  To  discuss  with  the  Trustees  any  mat¬ 
ter  relating  to  the  works  or  finances 
of  the  improvement  district: 

“(c.)  To  fix  the  remuneration  of  the  Trustees 
for  the  ensuing  year: 

“  (d.)  To  elect  a  Trustee  or  Trustees  to  fill 
any  vacancy  or  vacancies  among  the 
Trustees,  and  to  elect  a  Trustee  to 
succeed  the  one  whose  term  of  office 
expires  coincident  with  the  holding  of 
such  annual  general  meeting. 

“  A  special  general  meeting  may  be  called  by 
the  Trustees  at  any  time  for  the  purpose  of 
electing  a  Trustee  or  Trustees  to  fill  any 
vacancy  or  vacancies  among  the  Trustees,  or 
for  the  purpose  of  discussing  with  the  owners 
any  matter  or  matters  relating  to  the  works  or 
finances  of  the  improvement  district  which  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Trustees  should  be  brought 
up  at  a  general  meeting. 

“  At  least  six  days’  notice  of  every  general 
meeting  shall  be  given  by  notices  posted  up  in 
at  least  two  conspicuous  public  places  in  the 


improvement  district,  and  at  the  post-office  in 
Creston,  B.C,  The  said  notices  may  be  in 
Form  4  of  Schedule  A  of  the  ‘  Water  Act.’ 

“  The  owners  present  at  any  general  meet¬ 
ing,  except  the  one  called  pursuant  to  clause  10 
hereof,  shall  choose  a  chairman  and  secretary 
of  the  meeting. 

“  The  secretary  shall  enter  in  a  book  provided 
by  the  Trustees  for  that  purpose  minutes  of  all 
matters  brought  before  the  meeting,  including 
all  resolutions  proposed  andi  the  action  taken 
thereon  and  all  votes  taken  upon  any  matter. 
The  persons  entitled  to  vote  at  any  general  meet¬ 
ing  shall  be  such  as  are  British  subjects,  and  are 
of  the  full  age  of  twenty-one  years,  and  are  own¬ 
ers  (as  defined  in  section  165  of  the  ‘  Water

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  tfie  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  further¬ 
more  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible  in 
some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4.)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in 
all  cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four 
weeks  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the 
close  of  the  next  preceding  Session  and  the 
consideration  of  the  petition. 

97.  No  petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days 
of  each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be 
presented  to  the  House  after  the  first  three 
weeks  of  each  Session,  nor  may  any  report  of 
any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon  a 
Private  Bill  be  received  after  the  first  four 
weeks  of  each  Session,  and  no  motion  for  the 
suspension  or  modification  of  this  Standing 
Order  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House  until 
the  same  has  been  reported  on  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference 
made  thereof  at  a  previous  sitting  of  the  House 
to  the  Standing  Committees  charged  with  the 
consideration  of  Private  Bills,  who  shall  report 
thereon  to  the  House.  And  if  this  rule  shall 
be  suspended  or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  pro¬ 
moters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is  presented 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  for 
which  the  petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case 
pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order  to 
the  contrary. 

98.  (1.)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any 
Private  Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
House,  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of

(c.)  Copies  of  the  notices  published,  with 
publication  proved  by  a  statutory  dec¬ 
laration  or  affidavit  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Clerk  of  the  House.
